"APPROACH OF CALAMITY UPON ‘THE N ATIONS. 
As the n of evening steal upon the light of day until the face of nature 
is shrouded in the gloom of night; so is the march of events portending the 
climax of universal calamity upon the nations. The sun of their prosperity 
has passed its zenith, and will soon sink beneath the horizon, leaving them to 
grapple in the dark with the stupendous issues that are at the doors. 

The Lord hath spoken it. By the instrumentality of Joseph Smith, the 
great ‘Latter-day prophet, He has uttered the decree, that, The days will 
come that war will be poured out upon all nations.” This prophetic declar- 
ation was to have a fulfilment in the generation in which it was spoken. 
This leads us to the anticipation of the breaking out of a stupendous | conflict 
of nations before long, forty- seven oom having elapsed since the — 

was made. 

The eastern question, so a bons: of betten the greet powers 
of eastern and western Europe, remains apparently as wide of solution as 
when first it was opened. The treaty of Berlin, which grew out of the recent 
bloody war between Russia and Turkey, scarcely bore the semblance: of a 
settlement of the groundwork of the issue. It kept the former country out 
of Constantinople, one of the most important points in the world, being ths 
chief key to the eastern possessions of Great Britain. Baffled in achieving 
this objective point, the wily Muscovite, in pursuit of his national traditional 
policy, in the race for dominion and power, was soon found ‘manipulating in 
Afghanistan, seeking a footing in that eastern stronghold, where she could 
threaten the British Indian Empire. Again was Russia confronted by her 

and sturdy enemy, Great Britain, and again she had to suceumb before 
the vigilance and determination of the latter. And now, after a remarkable 
and determined war, the British are in actual possession of Afghanistan. 
They may not desire to annex that country; they may think their hands are 
full enough, their possessions and dominion extending to the uttermost | 
bounds of the habitable globe, but they are impelled by a species of fatuity 
to establish their government there. In these situations, rendering a certain 
line of action compulsory, 80 to speak, do we see the guiding’ hand of the

Already does a spirit of this desperate character crop out at the mammoth 
gatherings of the unemployed, held in the Green. In these assõmblages motions 
have been advanced to consider the advisability of organizing and breaking 
into provision shops and taking food by foree.

When the porters 
brought the infected bedding and clothing from the hospital to an adjoining 
building, 60 bo disinfected by fumigation, numbers of these suffering people 
rushed up to them, seized the articles, rubbing their persons with them, in the 
hope that, by the, contagion, they would take a fever, become parents and 
thus gain access to a place where they would be warmed and fed. 

When: in; Stockton-on-Tees recently, the writer and a of the 
brethren visited the Market Square of that town. There we saw large quan- 
- tities of furniture and household utensils exposed and awaiting disposal under 
the hammer of the auctioneer. They were the effects of people that were 
selling off everything they possessed in the world for a mere trifle to get some- 
thing with which to appease the gnawing pangs of hunger. On inquiry we 
learned that the Square presented a similar spectacle every day of the week.

ployed at the works have night shifts. Every morning at four o'clock as the 
night workers are o their way home from their labor they are met, at that 
early hout,in the chilling atmosphere, by crowds of ragged, half naked, hungry, 
emaciated children, begging of the men for any scraps of food that may remain 
in their supper buckets.
